Southern Pacific obtained 
grounds on the Wolfskill tract it con­ 
tracted to run all its trains into the new 
depot that was to be erected there, and 
promised to tear up its track on San 
Pedro street. 
The 
m any 
objections 
raised when the Southern Pacific en­ 
deavored to get its Santa Monica line 
across from San Pedro to Alameda street 
at 
the 
southern 
end pf the city 
have somewhat angered the 
officiate 
of the road, and the early part of last 
week Mr. Sabichi received a letter from 
Mr. A. N. Towne on the m atter. 
The 
Southern Pacific m agnate said th at it ap­ 
peared as if The good people of Los An­ 
ecies were endeavoring to blockade the 
company in its endeavor to get into the 
new depot and he m uch regretted such a 
stand,inasm uch as the road would have to 
make other arrangem ents which would 
scarcely be productive of benefit to the 
city. 
He asked Mr. Sabichi on w hat 
terms the Wolfskill people would per­ 
mit the track to rem ain on San Pedro 
street and relieve the company from the 
contract it had made to tear up those 
rails. 
Mr. Sabichi therefore went to San 
Franciso to personally confer with Mr. 
Towne on the m atter, and the result of 
tbe 
deliberations 
was

to

H e r a l d 
m an 
yesterday.

Sabichi 
said 
that 
Mr. 
Towne 
made very liberal term s to the Wolfskill 
people regarding the annulling of the 
San Pedro street contract and there is 
little doubt that they will be accepted. 
The m atter is to be left open though un­ 
til the Council on next Monday gives its 
decision and then if the Pine street right 
of way is refused the company will w ith­ 
draw its petition and close with the 
Wolfskill people to keep the rails on San 
Pedro street as they now are.

Towne saiil that the directory of the 
company feel as if the citizen's of Loa 
Angeles are em bittered against them , 
although no reasons can be assigned for 
this ill feeling.

land and all they required. The pro­ 
posed shops would cost from $250,000 to 
$500,000, and they certainly would not 
put them where they would be opposed 
by an antagonistic element. 
As to the 
fact that the Company has already pur­ 
chased sixty acres for their location on 
the mission road, that land could be held 
and disposed of in the ordinary course of 
real estate. Mr. Towne wished it to be 
distinctly understaod that the Company 
had no ill-feeling toward Los Angeles—on 
the contrary, the officials were very par­ 
tial to the city, especially as their own 
interests are so much interwoven here. 
The whole m atter, therefore, rests on 
wbat course the deliberations of the 
Council will on next Monday decide.

■worn to try the case : E. B. Alderson, 
1. J. Roach, D. B. Hnbhell, Geo. E. 
Torrey, H. C. Culom, W. H. Honnson, 
F. L. Floyd, H. O. Parton, W. Dock- 
• tad ter, Chas. Wickruan, H. L. Bissell, 
Sherman Smith. 
District Attorney Da Pay then told the 
Coart and jury what he intended to 
prove, and recited the history of the case 
as published at the time in the H brald. 
The Court then took a recess until half­ 
past 1 o’clock. 
At the opening of court in the after­ 
noon the first witness called was George 
Vadean, who testified that he knew Wil­ 
liam Everson and had last seen him 
alive a day or two before he was killed. 
He had seen him after death lying along­ 
side of the road leading to old man Han­ 
kins’ hon?e. He had helped to carry 
the body to the house. Deceased was 
lying with his head toward the West, 
his lower limbs doubled up. Witness 
had heard a shot and a scream and this 
had attracted him to the spot. It was 
then about dusk. After he had carried 
the body to the house he went to the 
■tore. Deceased was on his left side 
when first seen by the witness. 
His 
head was on his left arm, which ex­ 
tended upward. 
H. M. Vance testified that he knew 
William Everson and had seen him ly­ 
ing in the road after his death. The 
body was lying nearly opposite 
the 
southeast corner of Joseph Hankins’ 
place. Witness had gone to the place 
after hearing a shot and a woman 
scream. Everson was dead when he 
reached the spot. 
He had on dnck 
overall, and no coat or vest. 
Webster Stevens testified that he bad 
seen Everson after his death, lying at 
the side of the road and had helped to 
•arry the body to the house. 
Deceased 
was attired in overalls and shirt to match. 
He had heard a shot fired and arrived on 
the spot about ten minntes afterwards. 
J. F. Wininger testified that he was 
working with Mr. Everson on June 19th- 
Mr. Everson had been pressing hay that 
day and the laet witness had seen of him 
was when he had driven into the barn. 
He had not seen deceased emerge from 
the barn. Deceased generally watered 
his horses in the rear of the postoffice. 
When witness next saw Everson he was 
lying in the street in front of Joseph Han- 
kin’s place. Mrs. Everson, Miss Nina 
▼anee and Mrs. WellB were by the body 
when the witness reached the spot. He 
had 
seen the Coroner search 
the 
body of the deceaeed several hours after 
it had been removed to the house. 
Vothing but a pipe was found in the 
■lothee. Witness had seen a wound in the 
arm of deceased. 
This was the only 
wonnd found upon the examination of 
the body. 
Alfred Lane testified that he saw Ever- 
éon on the eveniDg of the 19th of June. 
He had seen him indistinctly in the dis­ 
tance from a window. Later in the even­ 
ing he had seen a wound in the left 
arm 
of the 
deceased 
just behind 
the armpit. When the witnese went to 
his sapper that evening he saw the de­ 
fendant driving towards his house in a 
spring wagon. 
Fifteen minutes after­ 
ward he heard a shot. 
C. M. Blakeslee, the Constable of Flor­ 
ence testified that he had seen Everson’s 
on the evening of the 19th of June. 
He had also seen the wound that even-

THE WILSON CHILDREN. 


J a l f c C lark C alled Upon to Decide 
h i to T k elr G u ard ian sh ip . 
Judge Clark acted the part of a Solo­ 
mon yesterday in adjudicating a dispute 
for the possession of a child. The minor 
in question was a bright, heantiful boy, 
10 years old, who was adopted by Mrs. 
M. D. Wright, the wife of Humane 
Officer Wright, some eight or nine 
months ago. The circumstances of the 
ease are substantially there: 
A poor woman, named Wilson, came to 
Riverside abont a year ago from England 
with two children, a boy and a girl, 
whom she seemed unable to support. 
Mrs. Wright agreed to take the boy

appearance, 
strikingly 
reeembled 
her 
youngest 
son 
who 
had 
been 
drowned 
at 
LoDg Beach. 
The little girl, who is two 
years yonnger than the boy, was adopted 
by one Phelan Clark. The mother has 
since died, and there being no relatives 
to dispute the claim, the children re­ 
mained 
with their adopted parents. 
Both children seemed to be well cared 
for, and all went well until quite re­ 
cently Mr. Clark tried to get th e cus­ 
tody of the boy as well as of the girl. 
As*the Wrights had become much at­ 
tached to their charge, they resisted this 
move, and Mrs. Wright mude applica­ 
tion for letters of guardianship. The 
case came up yesterday afternoon, and 
Mr. Clark and his friendB were there to 
dispute the claims of Mrs. Wright. 
A number of witnesses were examined, 
among them Mrs. Watson, of the Girls’ 
Home, whom the Wrights blamed for 
being responsible for the attempt to

from 
them. 
Counsel 
for 
the 
Wrights tried to 
bring 
this 
point 
out 
in 
the 
examination by showing that a feud ex­ 
isted between Mrs. Watson and Officer 
Wright. Mrs. WatBon stated under oath 
that she had no animosity against the 
officer, further than that she objected to 
hiB interfering with her business as he 
had frequently done. 
Mr. Wright was put on the stand and 
denied some of the allegations made by 
Mrs. Watson. The Judge interfered and 
held that this portion of the testimony 
was irrelevant. The only claim for trans­ 
ferring the custody of the boy to Mr. 
Clark being that the brother and 6ister 
might not be separated, the Judge de­ 
cided that inasmuch as both had good 
homes and were apparently attached to 
their foster parents, and they to the 
children, he would not break up the ties 
of affection which bad been formed, and 
therefore Mrs. Wright was granted letters 
of guardianship as prayed for.

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THE BIGELOW DIVORCE. 


T h e I lla to r r o f a V e r y ln tr r c s tla g 
C ase. 
Advices from San Francisco state that, 
on June 19th last, Mary B. Bigelow, step 
daughter of Dr. Alfred Sawyer, of San 
Francisco, commenced suit for divorce 
against her husband Windsor D. Bigelow, 
of Los Angeles. She alleged in her com 
plaint that she had been married at that 
time only a little over five months, and 
asked a divorce on the ground of adultery, 
alleged to have been committed on the 
night of June 18th in a room at 126 Fifth 
treet San Francisco. The court records 
show that Judge Lawler on August 8th 
granted 
a 
divorce, 
no 
defense 
having 
been 
made 
and ordered 
that 
Windeor 
D. 
Bigelow 
pay 
to his wife $100 alimony per month. An 
affidavit filed by George. A. Knight, at­ 
torney for young Bigelow, who is attend­ 
ing school at Laurel Hill, San Mateo 
county, tells why no defense was made 
to the case. Mr. Knight said that he 
was employed by Bigelow to defend the 
case, and he advised Bigelow to make 
no defence, the attorneys for plaintiff 
having agreedjthat if Bigelow would let 
his wife get a quiet and unopposed di­ 
vorce she would ask neither for alimony 
or costs. Mr. Knight says that he al­ 
lowed a default to be entered, but that 
the attorneys for plaintiff, in violation 
of said agreement, misled the Court and 
obtained a decree ordering the payment 
of alimony. He avers that the attorneys 
for plaintiff conspired to lure the defendant 
into a false position and asks that the de­ 
cree be set aside as his client has a good 
defense. 
Windsor D. Bigelow in his affidavit 
sets forth the following facts: 
“ My wife was sick and sent to Los An­ 
geles for me. She was confined to her 
bedroom in the Palace Hotel. 
Her 
mother and stepfather, I)r F. A. Sawyer, 
had always been opposed to my marriage 
to said plaintifi and had endeavored in 
every way to alienate her affections from 
me and to persuade and induce her to 
leave me and not live with me as my 
wife. 
Upon receiving her message to 
come to her, I came from Los Angeles 
to this city and went to 
see her. 
A 
few 
evenings 
after 
arriving 
here,” continued Mr. Bigelow, “I was 
at the Palace Hotel in the billiard-room, 
when a young man, whose name I after­ 
wards learned to be H. H. Libbing, ap­ 
proached me, shook hands with me and 
professed to have met and been a friend 
of mine in Los Angeles, and invited me 
to drink with him. I have never been 
in the habit of indulging in intoxicating 
liquors, and as he insisted on my drink­ 
ing something strong I took a glass of 
beer. We remained together, he pro­ 
fessing to be much pleased with my 
company, and he invited me to go 
around to several saloons with him. I 
did so, he and I treating and he insist­ 
ing that I should not drink anything 
weaker than beer and in one place on 
Market street he refused to allow the 
bartender to give 
me anything but 
whisky, brandy or beer and he insisted 
on ordering for me. I was smoking 
cigarettes. He insisted on my smok­ 
ing 
one 
of 
his 
cigarettes. 
I 
did so 
and 
soon 
began 
to feel 
dizzy, dazed, sick and drugged, and I 
aver that the 
said 
cigarettes were 
drugged, and that they were given to me 
by said Libbing with the intent of caus­ 
ing me not to know what I was doiog. 
He kept plying me with liquors and in­ 
sisted on me smoking his cigarettes until 
I became greatly uuder the influence of 
the liquor and completely drugged by 
the cigarettes. 
I became partially with­ 
out power of will, and he took me by the 
arm and brought me to a saloon on Fifth 
street and theie ordered and insisted on 
me drinking more liquors, and then he 
brought me up stairs in the same build­ 
ing to a room in which there was a wo­ 
man in bed and left me there. He went 
out to the saloon and brought back more 
liquors. Then he left me in a nearlv 
insensible condition and I did not 
understand 
how 
I 
came 
there. 
This 
was 
about 
11 
o’clock 
at 
night, as I afterward learned. Shortly 
afterward the door of the room was burst 
open and two men came into the room, 
saw the woman there and one went out. 
How I got out of there I do not now re­ 
member, and remember nothing dis­ 
tinctly until I found myself in my room 
at the Rnss Houee. All this took place 
on the evening of July 18th. The next 
morniug at about 0 :30 o’clock I went to 
visit my wife in the Palace Hotel, and 
after having seen her and received no 
intimation of aoy difference between 
herself and me, I went out, and on my 
way down stairs was met by a man who 
served me with a copy of the complaint 
charging me with adultery which had 
been 
committed 
not 
twenty hours 
before.” 
He declares that Libbing was hired by 
Dr. Sawyer, his wife and Gordon ¿ 
Young to “ induce, allure and persuade” 
him to the commission of the acts and 
things complained of in the divorce com­ 
plaint. 


THE ROBBERS 


H e ld to A n sw e r w it h B a ll f ix e d a t 
« 10, 00 0. 
The gang of robbers who were captured 
last Sunday night at Mother Waters’ crib 
by Jailer Russell, were examined before 
Justice Taney yesterday on several of the 
various charges against them and held 
to answer. The room was crowded full 
of spectators as the case from first to last 
has been one of unusual and dramatic 
interest. 
The Sepulveda affair was taken up 
first and the Italian saloon keeper 
and John Johs, one 
of 
his 
pat­ 
rons who happened to be 
in 
the 
establishment at the inauspicious time 
when Kirby & Co. made their descent 
upon it, testified as to the circumstances 
of the robbery, the identity of the men 
and their possession of the revolver found 
in the room of one of the defendants. 
Mother Waters testified to the fact that 
the four went out driving that night, and 
to the discovery of the articles in their 
rooms. Jailer Russell and the livery­ 
man, Towne, added their evidence to the 
rest. 
The defendants 
had watched the 
proceedings up to this point with a great 
deal of interest, but they were entirely 
unprepared for what was to come. They 
had been confined at the County Jail in 
separate cells and had had no conversa­ 
tion with one another. 
Neither had 
they seen the daily newspapers. They 
were therefore—three of them—in com­ 
plete ignorance of the fact that Bill Jones 
had betrayed the whole affair and turned 
State’s evidence. 
When the District Attorney, therefore, 
called oat “ Bill Jones, take the witness- 
stand,” 
the 
other 
three 
culprits 
started 
and 
looked 
at 
one 
an­ 
other with eager questioning glances. 
When he began to 
tell the story, 
how 
Kirby 
had put 
up 
the 
va­ 
rious robberies and arranged for their 
execution, blank despair settled upon 
their faces. The game was up, and the 
last hope gone. Old Kirby wlio, it now 
appears, has been through all this once 
at least before and has served his time 
in 
the 
penitentiary, maintained his 


usual composure, bnt sat looking at his 
backsliding pupil with a peculiar bril­ 
liancy in his wicked eyes, which would 
mean whole volumes to the latter’s 
peace of mind were the old man ever 
likely to be at liberty again. 
The trial proceeded. Jones told his 
story of the Sepulveda affair and was 
three times recalled to the stand to 
cDrroborate the testimony of others. 
The two, Jones and Kirby, were held on 
three charges, at a total bail of $7,500 a 
piece, and the others, Germaine and 
Cochran, who are caught in the robbing 
of Boone out on the Mission road, were 
held on four charges; total bail, $10,000 
a piece. 
The case was continued till to-day 
when several 
other chargeB will be 
brought. The chances are, from tbis 
multiplication of charges, that they will 
be sent np for over 25 years all around. 


HUGHES CONVICTED. 


B I n W ife T r ie s to T e s tify In H is 
F a v o r . 
Patrick Hughes, the Boyle Heights 
wife beater, who was arrested last night 
while in the act of choking and striking 
the partner of his joys and sorrows, 
was tried yesterday before Justice Austin 
and found guilty of battery. The trial 
was 
an interesting one, alternately 
amusing and pathetic. 
Hughes is a hod-carrier, and according 
to his own story has done no work for 
three weeks, and before his last job, 
which was a short one, came to a sudden 
end through his drunkenness,he had done 
nothing for five or six months. In some 
mysterious manner, however, he appears 
to have plenty of money. Yesterday he 
had an attorney to defend him and did 
his best to establish some sort of a claim 
to an acquittal. 
The chief witness was Officer Stephen­ 
son, who testified that he saw Hughes 
holding his wife down upon the floor, 
his hand upon her throat, and that she 
was screaming “murder” and “help.” 
Officer Auble testified that Hughes 
had offered to give the arresting officer 
$20 to square the thing, but this testi­ 
mony was thrown out as irrelevant. 
The name of Mrs. Hughes was then 
called by the officer of the court, and 
a miserable looking woman considerably 
advanced in years, dressed in dirty and 
draggled clothes, shuffled along toward 
the witness stand und gazed about her 
with a frightened, almost desperate look. 
Hughes is a young man, apparently not 
more than .30. The woman he married 
(presumably for the reason that she hap­ 
pened to have a little property) and 
whom he is now ill-treating, is about 50 
years of age, wrinkled and grey-headed. 
Their examination on the stand was a 
wretched and melancholy farce. She 
declared in a weak, quivering voice that 
she had no complaint to make against 
her husband and that he never ill-treated 
her. 
“ Well, what were you yelling ‘help’ 
and ‘murder’ for?” asked the District 
Attorney. 
“I was just nervous and a little 
scared.” 
“ Scared at what?” 
“ At nothing at all. Not at my hus­ 
band.” 
“ Had you been drinking that night?” 
The witness began to say that she had 
not, when she caught the eye of her 
husband who was Beated near and was 
watching her intently. As she remarked, 
“ No, I didn’t,” he nodded his head, and 
then she changed her reply quickly to 
“ Yes, I meant to say that I had been 
drinkiDg.” 
“ Stop that,” shouted his honor indig­ 
nantly to Hughes. “ What do you mean 
by trying to intimidate her right here in 
court? At another demonstration of this 
sort 1 will have you punished for con­ 
tempt.” 
H ughes subsided and on a little more 
crosB-queBtioning the fact was brought 
out that the unfortunate creature had 
been 
in the habit of running to the 
houses of the neighbors for help and pro­ 
tection at all hours of thA night. 
One of the neighbors was pnt upon the 
stand and testified that Mrs. Hughes had 
said before the trial that she dared not 
testify against Patrick for fear he would 
kill her. 
Hughes testified in his own defense 
that he had been too drank the night be­ 
fore to known what he was doing and 
that the “ old woman” was half crazy 
and got scared very easily. 
The Court after a few words reviewing 
the testimony said that the defendant 
might appear for sentence to-day at 1 
o’ciock, and in the meantime that he 
might Btay in the City Jail. Hughes be­ 
fore leaving to go back to jail asked to 
speak to his wife in the witness room, 
and after asking solicitously about her 
health, he kissed her with a pretense at 
affection and bade her farewell.

A Lood Work In Progren. 
The indications all favor the most per­ 
fect season Los Angeles county has 
enjoyed for a decade. The H e r a ld has 
often pointed out the fact that we have 
not had a drouth in this connty since 
the famous season of 1876-77, but the 
rains have not always come at the times 
nor in the quantities most favorable to 
the farmer. This year, if the weather 
clerk had given Agrícola carte blanche to 
name his own pluvial conditions, the 
meteorological status could not have 
been improved upon. 
It is pleasant to 
know that everything possible to be 
done has been done to make the most of 
this pleasant dispensation. The crops of 
wheat, barley, potatoes and the other 
vegetables which enter so largely into 
the daily consumption of the household 
will be twice as large as at any former 
period of oar history. 
They will 
be abundant for home consumption and 
leave a margin for export. There will still 
be a deficiency in chicken ranches and 
in stock and dairy farms, bat a begin­ 
ning has been made in that direction. 
Those who know Los Angeles county 
since her second great advance began, re­ 
member that it started when the South­ 
ern Pacific Railway had reached the Col­ 
orado river and our farmers were able 
to supply the people of Arizona with our 
fruits, wines, brandies, vegetables, eggs 
and butter. 
ThiB city then only con­ 
tained a population of eleven thousand 
souls, and we had a big surplus for ex­ 
port. It is natural, that with a popula­ 
tion increased perhaps eightfold in the 
city, to say nothing of an almost equal 
increase in the county, our farmers 
should have proved temporarily unequal 
to the demands made upon them, and 
that batter, eggs, poultry and other ne­ 
cessaries of life, should be shipped in here 
from Kansas and Iowa. But our farmers 
are multiplying in numbers and extend­ 
ing their operations beyond precedent; 
and there is little doubt that, even dur­ 
ing the coming year, we shall be more 
than self-sustaining in most staples and 
nearly so in all. Any one who will 
drive out into the country in any direc­ 
tion will be impressed by the progress 
that is being made in assuring abundant 
harvest». 
Between Los Angeles and 
Compton, for instance, and between Los 
Angeles and Santa Monica, an immense 
area of fertile land has been sown, and 
the gang plows are busy with the re­ 
maining acreage. The same story comes 
from every section of the county. The 
orchardist has also not been idle. Full 
advantage has been taken at all points 
of the compass in planting trees and 
vines. In the vineyards the important 
lesson has been learned that tlie disease 
which has attacked the Mission and 
Malaga grapes has no effect on many 
of the foreign varieties. 
The truth 
has 
also been 
learned 
that an 
indnstrious 
man, 
who limits him­ 
self to from five to ten acres of 
oranges, can defy the 6cale bug. 
The 
H e r a ld has been laboring for a year 
paBt to bring about the state of Lhings 
which we can truthfully chronicle as ex­ 
isting now, and it congratulates its 
readers on what will prove to be a golden 
year. Activity in the sale of lots in 
towns which are not demanded by the 
present state of oar development is by no 
means the surest index of our prosperity. 
Towns are bound to grow up and flourish 
as they are called for, but to give a 
reason for their existence and to afford a 
guarantee for their prosperity the gang- 
plow of the farmer and the pruning knife 
of the orchardist and vineyardiat must 
do their perfect work. The good effect 
of their labors will remain no matter 
whether the speculator scores a profit or 
loss as the result of his operations. That 
work is now being done on a splendid 
scale.

The debonair and veracious San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle has discovered that 
the necessary two-thirds vote to vitalize 
the act of 1859, separating the six south­ 
ern counties from the State of California, 
was not obtaiaed; but that the vote 
stood: For division, 1,202; against, 
2,166. The official figures, as they ap­ 
pear in the archives of the State, are: 
For division, 2,647; against, 828. “ How 
this world is given to lying!”

Whilst the northern part of California 
is patting forth strenuous efforts to at­

land. The 
elaborated 
facts 
carefully set forth in the columns of a 
newspaper of recognized standing carry 
a conviction with them that is not 
accorded to special and desultory adver­ 
tising in unaccredited pamphlets. The 
Chamber of Commerce, the Board 
of Trade and

organizations 
should come to the aid of the news­

Money should be raised, not in meagre 
aDd attenuated sums, but in large and 
liberal measure, to enable the press of 
this city to carry out on a larger and 
broader scale the work they have been 
doing so well.

up by Tom, Dick and Harry upon specu­ 
lation.

General Harrison has not in his past 
career excited any animosities in his 
own party; and it is too early for any 
heart-burnings in the office-seeking class. 
There is thus no conceivable motive why 
anyone should seek to emulate John 
Wilkes Booth or Guitean. It is possible 
that, when the President shall have dis 
posed of the spoils, some disappointed 
crank aspirant for place may seek to 
slay him, but that state of things will 
hardly develop before next summer. The

assassination, 
however, 
may 
put 
the notion of murder into the head 
of some lunatic who otherwise would 
never have thought of it. That political 
assassination is exotic in American poli 
tics, is shown by our long immunity from 
such crimes from the foundation of the 
Government until 1865, when Lincoln 
fell under the bullet of Booth. It is true 
that a threat to murder President An­ 
drew Jackson was made by a crazy Eng­ 
lishman somewhat over fifty years ago; 
but that, the Booth and Guiteau episodes, 
are the only blots of the kind in our his­ 
tory. When sensationalism takes the 
shape of possibly inciting cranks to vio- 
lenco, it ought to Ire severely repre­ 
hended.

Colum bus, 0 ., December 21.—The Su­ 
preme Court this afternoon decided a 
case growing out of the assignment of 
Archbishop Purcell, of Cincinnati. The 
object of the suit was to force the sale 
of church property, including the Catho­ 
lic Cathedral in Ciuciunati for the benefit 
of creditors. The decision of the court 
is against the creditors. 
N a sh v ille , Teun., December 21.—The 
American’# special correspondent, who 
has been at Wabalah, Miss., telegraphs 
from Artesia, Mies., to-night: "I have 
just received a note from the hills re­ 
porting the negroes surrounded and 
snowing fight. 
They outnumber the 
whites, who will defer an attack until 
aid comes.” 
Similar telegrams have 
been sent to all adjoining towns repre­ 
senting the necessity for more men as 
urgent. 
A nnapolis, Md., December 21.—An 
important experiment was successfully 
made at the Naval Academy proving 
grounds to day. A steel pointed iron 
projectile, weighing 250 pounds was fired 
from one of the new steel breech-loading 
rifled guns of the new cruiser Chicago, 
which penetrated a steel target ten 
inches thick and cut through the solid 
oak back. The experiment is considered 
as likely to have an important bearing 
on modern naval warfare. 
D en ver, December 21.—All the switch­ 
men in the Union Pacific yards, about 
seventy in number, are out on a strike. 
The men demand an increase of wages; 
that they be given b íx additional men, 
and that Local Agent Smith, under 
whose direction they are now working, 
be removed, and that they be placed 
under a yardmaster. 
The strikers are 
holding a conference with the officers of 
the road, and the probabilities are that 
there will be an amicable settlement 
within the next cwenty-four hours. 
C incinnati, December 21.—The Cory 
building, on Elm street, occupied by a 
picture frame factory, has been burning 
since midnight, and will be a total Iopb. 
The value of the building and stock is 
about $100.000. While a number cf fire­ 
men were on the fifth floor it collapsed 
and fell into tbe basement, carrying 
down Captain Jerry Bruy, who undoubt­ 
edly perished in the flames. The wall of 
the building next to the canal fell out, 
severely—perhaps fatally—wounding four 
firemen and an unknown bystander. 
Another man is supposed to have been 
drowned in the canal. 
N ew Y ork , December 21.—An impor­ 
tant meeting of railroad presidents and 
bankers was held yesterday, but ad­ 
journed till to day. Tne bankers repre­ 
sent the leading financial institutions of 
this country and Europe. The plan 
formed for discussion intended to pro­ 
tect railroad securities and holders hero 
and abroad, contemplates notifying rail- 
railroad officials in all cases wheie the 
management is unsatisfactory that the 
officials responsible ior such administra­ 
tion must be requested to resign. This 
action grows out of the general rate war. 
At to-day’s meeting an agreement was 
drawn up, signed by residen*, agents of 
the Atchison, Union Pacific, Rock Island, 
Northwestern, St. Paul, and other lines, 
that no more secret cuts he made nor 
extra commissions allowed, and that 
rates be maintained after January 1st. 
N ew Y ork , December 21— Among the 
passengers on the steamer Australia, 
from Gibraltar November 29, which ar­ 
rived to-day, was Moses Bensuli, who 
comes to this country to prefer charges 
against W. Read Lewis, United States 
Consul at Tangiera, and his two assist­ 
ants. Bensuli says Consul Lewis con­ 
spired to place him in prison at Fez, 
where he lay for fifty days, because 
he refused to pay him 50,000 franca for 
the “protection of the United StateB Gov­ 
ernment,” while engaged in piloting 
American merchants—being a merchant 
himself—through the country to make 
purchases. 
He gives the name of fel- 
(ow-merchants whom, he claims, were 
swindled out of sums ranging from $185 
to $3,500 by Consul Lewis and his assis- 
fauts. He estimates that in his two 
-ears of service Lewis has collected from 
merchants for “ American Drotection” 
not less than $26,000.

Yesterday.

The Ford Im m igration Committee 
at W ork—Increase of Population 
in the Territories.

W ashington, December 21.—The res­ 
olution offered yeeterday by Teller for a 
committee to investigate tbe office of tbe 
Supervising Architect of the Treasury 
during the administration of the present 
Supervising Architect, was taken up. 
Teller accepted Vest’s amendment ex­ 
tending it to the administration of the 
preceding architect. 
Vest made a speech denouncing tbe 
present system for t^e erection of public 
buildings as extravagant, and the worst 
in the world. 
The resolution was finally modified so 
as to apply to the conduct of the office 
merely, and was passed. 
tariff talk. 
The Senate then took np the Tariff bill 
at the schedule on cotton manufactures. 
Vest moved to amend the first para­ 
graph of the schedule by striking out the 
words, “Ten cents per pound,” applied 
to thread, yards, etc., valued at not ex­ 
ceeding 25 cents per pound, and insert­ 
ing tbe words “35 percent, ad valorem.” 
The amendment wan debated at con­ 
siderable length by Vest and Hiscock. 
Coke read, with many comments, the 
testimony of Tlios. O’Donnell, a spinner 
in Fall River, Mass., showing that for 
himself and wife and two children he 
had not earned $150 in a year; that he 
had no help from outside, but that he 
bad little fuel or food the preceding win­ 
ter; that his wife had only had one dress 
costing about $2 since her marriage six 
years before; that this condition of 
things existed for more than six years; 
that it was nut confined to him, but that 
there could not be less than a thousand 
operatives in Fall River in a like con­ 
dition.” 
“That,” said Coke, “ is the condition 
of protected American workingmen, to 
pay whom and to support whose famil­ 
ies tbe American people ore taxed an 
average of fifty-seven per cent, on every­ 
thing they eat, drink or wear, even on 
grave clothes of the dead.” 
Dawes admitted that such cases did 
exist, but he asked Coke which was the 
better remedy, to furnish employment 
or take it away ? He showed that the 
amount of deposits in Massachusetts 
savings banks was $315,000,000, and that 
75 per cent of that amount represented 
deposits of wage earners. 
Coke turned from the cotton operatives 
of Massachusetts to the minera of Penn­ 
sylvania, and qnoted the testimony of 
John Jarrett, to the effect that the condi­ 
tion of the coal miners, numbering at 
least 90.000, is “pitiable and miserable.” 
In conclusion he add : “This is protec­ 
tion. This is the policy which is claimed 
to have had the sanction of the Ameri­ 
can people at the late election. The pol­ 
icy never has been endorsed by the 
American people and never will be.” 
Hawley said he did not know in the 
State of Connecticut any such people as 
O’Donnell described. There were every­ 
where some shiftless, some drinking, 
idle men who could not get a living. 
But in the savings bank of Connecticut, 
(a state with a population of 670.000), 
the deposits amounted to $102,000,000 
mostly the savings of 
servants and 
operatives. Massachusetts had a pro­ 
portionate amount in her savings bank. 
These two facts were the most emphatic 
answer to what the Senator from Texas 
bad been saying about the condition of 
the people of New England. 
Hoar also replied to Coke. He denied 
there was any such condition of things 
as that described. It was not a true pic­ 
ture of the working people of New Eng­ 
land. The stuff which the Senator from 
Texas had talked of and read was pure 
nonsense. 
The bill went over without action on 
Vest’s amendment. 
BILLS PA8SKD. 
The Senate bill to provide for the dis­ 
posal of certain public lands of tbe United 
States under the provisions of the home­ 
stead law only was taken from the 
calendar and passed. Also the following 
bills: The House bill to provide certain 
arms, ammunition and equipage for the 
State of Oregon for the militia thereof; 
the House bill for the issue of military 
stores to the Governor of Montana for 
regular active militia. 
After the executive session the Senate 
adjourned till January 2d. 
Nominations—John Tyler Campbell, 
of California, Consul at Foo Chow; John 
Darcey Connelly, of California, at Auck­ 
land. 
Increase pensions have been granted 
to M. W. Allen, of South San Diego, and 
S. B. Nickel, of Elsinore. 
Chandler presented additional me­ 
morials, numerously signed, from three 
voting districts in Orangeburg county, 
South Carolina,' alleging the denial of 
the right of voting in the late election, 
aud praying for an investigation. Re­ 
ferred. 
The Public Printing Deficiency bill as 
passed appropriates $63,000. 
Senator Chandler to-day introduced 
tbe bill recently proposed in the House, 
making it a crime against the United 
States, punishable with a severe penalty, 
for any person to offer or receive a bribe 
for a vote cast at a PreBidental election. 
Tliu House. 
After routine business the House went 
into Committee of tbe Whole on the 
Nicaragua Canal bill. The opponents of 
the bill continued to offer, airendments 
which were in most cases voted down. 
On motion of Payson, of Illinois, an 
amendment was adopted providing that 
all bonds, stocks and certificates of the 
company shall he issued at the principal 
offices in New York City, also that all 
shares, bonds, certificates and other 
evidence of indebtedness shall be paid 
for only in cash, to be paid into the com­ 
pany’s treasury and U9ed for corporate 
purposes. 
An amendment by Holman was 
adopted providing that the directors shall 
be of the United States or Nicaragua, 
and that a majority shall be citizens and 
lesidents of the United States. 
In the conree of a speech in support of 
the bill, Oates said he did not think it 
would be necessary for the United States 
to maintain a large navy to protecl 
American interests on the Isthmus; noi 
did he think the prosecution of the enter­ 
prise would involve this country in a 
foreign war. While he would not wel­ 
come a war at any time, he was not sure 
that if the cause of the United State* 
was just, a foreign war would be of detri­ 
ment to this country. He was appre­ 
hensive that nothing would ever com­ 


pletely eradicate sectionalism in this 
country except a foreign war, and if it 
had no other beneficial resalt such a war 
would be worth the outlay. Mr. Her­ 
bert coincided with the views of his col­ 
league. 
MacDonald, of Minnesota, offered an 
amendment providing that no change 
of the concessions made by Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica shall be made which in 
any way affects the rights of American 
citizens or the right of the Government 
of the United States to have a voice in 
the Governmental control or use of the 
caual until the United States shall be 
first given. 
Scott warmly advocated the construc­ 
tion and complete control of the Panama 
canal by the United States. 
An amendment was adopted on motion 
of Bland providing that the United 
States Government shall not be stopped 
from exercising at any. time any rights 
or powers that now exist by virtue of the 
laws of natious, or that may be acquired 
through treaty stipulation relative to the 
transportation of American citizens and 
their property through the canal. 
Baker, of Illinois, offered an amend­ 
ment providing that the Government of 
the United States shall at any time at its 
own option have the right to purchase 
the entire property at a price equal to its 
actual cost, with interest at the rate of 5 
per cent, pe- annum. This was rejected ; 
but it was agreed that it might be offered 
in the House. 
The Committee then arose and the 
previous question was ordered on the 
bill and its amendments. 
The House then adjourned till Wed­ 
nesday, January 2nd. 
ftft'asUluRftou Note*. 
A pension has been granted to John 
W. King, of Santa Ana. 
The printing of the Government has 
so increased in two years as to require 
30 per cent more paper. 
The joint Committee on Printing fixed 
the standurd of paper to-day for public 
printing for the year beginning March 1, 
1889, and ending February 28, 1890. 
Proposals for bids will be published in 
two papers in New York, Boston, Phila­ 
delphia, Cincinnati. Chicago and Wash­ 
ington, beginning December 24th, and 
proposals will be opened January 22nd. 
Dr. Nemours Angoste, who represents 
Hippolyte’s party in the Haytien revolu­ 
tion, had a long interview with Secretary 
Bayard to-day in regard to the political 
affairs in that island. He explained 
fully the position of the Revolutionists, 
but did not ask that they be recognized 
by this Government.

HOW WE UKOW. 
Gov. M oonlight NhedM III* K adlance 
on Wyoming:. 
Wasiiington, December 21.—Governor 
Moonlight, of Wyoming, has submitted 
to the Secretary of tbe Interior a supple­ 
mentary report on the population of that 
Territory. In explanation of nis purpose 
in making this report, the Governor 
says: “The question of the population of 
Wyoming seomR at present to be agitat­ 
ing the minds of the press of the Terri­ 
tory, our delegate in Congress and many 
of our people; and as from recent publi­ 
cations and quotations it will be seen 
that the reports of tbe Governor of 1887 
and 1888 are quoted as authority by 
those seeking to make the population 
large, I have deemed it projier in jus­ 
tice to myself and for the sake of the 
truth to make this report.” 
He then quotes from the reports of 
Governors of the Territory for tbe last 
several years, showing the then esti­ 
mated population. 
In 1885 Governor 
Warren gave it 65.000; 1886, Governor 
Warren, 75,000; 1887, Governor Moon­ 
light, 85,000; 1888, Governor Moonlight, 
85,000. 
His own estimates, the Governor says, 
were baeed upon former reportB and in­ 
quiries among the people, as no census 
has been taken since 1880. 
He is satis­ 
fied that his previous estimates were too 
high. He bases his judgment upon the 
number of votes caBt for Delegate in No­ 
vember. This vote was 18,008, from 
which the Governor estimates the “ real 
population” to be about 85,500. 
Scuntor Sherm an Addresses Some 
Colored Voter*. 
W ashington, December 21.—Senator 
Sherman was this evening serenaded by 
the recently organized “John Sherman 
Republican League (colored) of tbe Dis­ 
trict of Columbia.” An address on be­ 
half of the League was read and present­ 
ed, thanking the Senator for his great 
atd unremitting services on behalf of 
the colored race. They protested against 
the recognition of Protection Democrats 
in the South by their elevation to high 
offices under the incoming administra­ 
tion and called upon the American peo­ 
ple to protect their brothers in certain 
sections of the South, in the exercise of 
their constitutional rights as freemen. 
Senator Sherman in response said in 
part: “ The problem of securing to you 
the peaceful enjoyment of equal rights 
and privileges is a most difficult one in 
American politics. So far as the consti­ 
tution and laws of our country can do it, 
you stand before me invested with every 
right as freemen. 
If in some of the 
Southern States these rights are denied 
to you, you must remember and make al­ 
lowances for opinions and prejudices 
of 
ages 
and 
for 
your enforced 
ignorance. Those prejudices will disap­ 
pear as you acquire education and prop­ 
erty ; and yon can win by moderation 
anu good character the respect apd con­ 
fidence of the sons of tho e who held you 
or your ancestors os slaves. If you suffer 
injustice under the shadow of the past, 
remember that never before in human 
history did an emancipated race or class 
make such progress in so short a time as 
you have. 
8enator 8herman expressed the hope 
and belief that the next Congress wonld 
pass a uniform election law to secure to 
every man the right to vote and have 
rhat vote counted, but he warned them 
that Congress could not interfere in local 
elections. “ Your hope,” said he, “is in 
moral conviction growingstionger day by 
day, that injustice to you reacts on your 
ippressora. It is for yon to show the 
•intrutli of the charge that you are not 
fitted tor the duties of citizenship, and 
that in those 8tatea where you are 
numerous you would establish Negro 
rule and endanger civilization.”

Z anzibar, December 21.—Letters dated 
Stanley Falls, August 29th, delivered 
here by Tippoo Tibs men, state that a 
letter was received at Stanley Falls from 
Ilenry M. Stanley on August 18th. 
Stanley was then at Bonyala, on the 
Arywhimi, where he arrived on August 
7th. He left Emin Bey eighty-two days 
before,in perfect health and provided with 
plenty of food. Emin was in possession 
of vast stores of ivory and many oxen. 
Stanley had returned to Bonyala for 
loads of stores in charge of his rear­ 
guard, and intended to leave ten days 
later to rejoin Emin. 
He reported all 
the whites in the expedition healthy and 
said the expedition wanted nothiDg.

Tanner, Dr. Clark and Mr. Caldwell pro­ 
posed amendments to various parts of the 
bill, and Goschen ruled them all out of 
order.

P a ris, December 21.—A chemist’s 
assistant, named Postre Beaussier, was 
arrested to-day, charged with having 
poisoned sixteen persons in Havre. The 
supposed motive for the crime was a de­ 
sire to ruiu his employer and obtain the 
business for himself. 
T u n is, December 21.—Forty' armed 
Arab workmen, who had become tired of 
waiting for their wages, attacked a 
Frenchman’s farm near Zaghoun.

The correspond­ 
ence opens with a communication from 
the Consul General at Apia to Assistant 
Secretary Porter, dated October 8, 1887, 
enclosing a statement from H. J. Moors, 
a leading American merchant of Samoa, 
6tating plainly the case of Americans 
whose land titles are endangered by the 
installment of Taraasese as King and the 
consequent control of the government by 
the Germans. On November 4, 1888, Bar­ 
on Zedtwitz, German Charge d'Affaires, 
handed Secretary Bayard a memorandum 
containing a counter project of the Ger­ 
man Government to the proposition of 
Bayard. Bayard's proposition was that 
the executive branch of the future Gov­ 
ernment of Samoa should consist of a 
council composed of five persons, viz.. 
King, Vice-King and three foreign 
Ministers to be chosen from the nationali­ 
ties of the three treaty-making powers 
and to discharge the duties of Minister 
of Foreign A flairs, Minister of the In­ 
terior and Treasurer. These Ministers 
should have 
SEATS ON THE FLOOR OP THE "PALPULE,” 
And take part in debates. The principal 
objection to this plan urged by the Ger­ 
man Government was that in a country 
like Samoa, where there is a population 
of 35,000 living in the most primitive 
condition, the division of the Govern­ 
ment. into separate branches is not at 
present practicable, and that the ap­ 
pointment of three white ministers 
would entail too great ex pense. 
In a communication from the United 
States Legation at London, dated May 
8th, the Under Secretary of Foreign Af­ 
fairs for Great Britain is quoted as say­ 
ing: “ Her Majesty's Government has 
seen no cause to take part on either side 
in the differences between King Malietoa 
and the Emperor of Germany at present. 
Tamasese is King de facto, and will be 
recognized by Her Majesty's Govern­ 
ment." 
Consul-General Seawall, on May 24, 
says : "Peace and order continue to be 
maintained by the German ships of war, 
but native disaffection prevails through- 
eut the group." He also says that the 
German Government has sought to en­ 
force supremacy on the island by con­ 
trol of the mails and appointing its Vice­ 
Consul as postmaster. 
Under the same 
date, Consul General Seawall recom­ 
mends abolishing the present govern­ 
ment and temporarily occupying the 
island. 
In a letter of August 2 of 
SECRETARY 1IAYAltO TO MINISTER PHELPS, 
In which he expresses the views of this 
Government upon the Samoan treaty, he 
says: "I do not perceive at present any 
reason why the United States should 
yield any part of its existing exclusive 
consular jurisdiction over Americans in 
Samoa." 
On the 1st of October Bayard com­ 
municated to Pendleton, our Minister to 
Germauy, the intention of the United 
States to respect the choice of the 
Samoan people in their selection of 
Malietoa, and assumed that the other 
treaty-making Powers would take a 
similar course. In response, Mr. Cole­ 
man, of the Legation at Berlin, tele­ 
graphed Bayard that Privy Counsellor 
Halstein had informed him that the 
German Consnl at Apia had been 
directed to restrict his action to what was 
necessary to secure the lives and prop­ 
erty of Germau subjects. 
Under date of Apia, October 8, 1888, 
Commander Leary informed Captain 
Fritze that 
UNDER THE SHADOW OF THE HERMAN 
POUT AT MULINUM 
Atrocities had been committed on Amer­ 
ican property and the lives of the Ameri­ 
can owners been jeopardized by armed 
marinee who appeared to be sheltered by 
the naval forces belonging to the vessel 
under Captain Fritze’u command. 
In reply Captain Fritze says: "Such 
is me state of affairs in Samoa that T 
have to regard the question addressed to 
me as not totally devoid of political char­ 
acter, and so beg you to consider the mat­ 
ter in the hands of the diplomatic repre­ 
sentatives of the United States and Ger­ 
many residing in Samoa." 
On November 21st Bayard wrote to 
Count Arco, the German Minister at 
Washington: "In consequence of a 
verbal communication made to me by 
you yesterday, under instructions of your 
government, in relation to the interests 
of 
HERMANS AND AMERICANS AT SAMOA, 
I have informed our representative at 
Berlin and shall similarly instruct the 
United Btates Consul at Samoa that 
every endeavor is to be made to avoid 
all friction or conflicts of interests be­ 
tween citizens of the two Governments 
in their business operations iu the islands. 
In case of any question arising which 
cannot he properly and satisfactorily ar­ 
ranged between those officials, then the 
points of dispute should at once be re­ 
mitted for decision to Berlin or this 
Capital. I believe it was clearly under­ 
stood between us that the present condi­ 
tion of affairs at Samoa has been re­ 
ported similarly to the Foreign Office at 
Berlin and to this Department, and that 
when the dispatch from this Department 
was read to Baron Von Halstein he 
stated he had received the same account 
from the German representative; that 
his Government was indifferent as to 
their choice of a King by the Samoans, 
only requiring that American interests 
should not be injured. Certainly this 
would also be the wish of this Govern­ 
ment, and being thus agreed I hope you 
will recommend to your Government 
that its officials in Samoa shall be in­ 
structed to co-operate with officials of 
the United States 
FOR THE PEACEFUL CONDUCT OF AFFAIRS 
In those regions; and if any cause of 
difference shall arise which cannot be ar­ 
ranged by their joint efforts, in such case 
reBort shall at once be had to the home 
government of either party, in order 
that an amicable result can be reached." 
In a note to Mr. Coleman, in charge 
of the legation at Berlin, under the 
same date Bayard stated that he had 
agreed witb Baron Von Halstein that it 
is a matter of indifference to this Gov­ 
ernment what chief might be at the 
head of Samoan affairs. 
On November 23d Mr. Sawall, being 
then in Washington, informed Secretary 
Bayard that the iudispoeition on the

According to the testimony 
given a majority of the Hungarians and 
Italians have few if any family ties here, 
and live like hogs. They are not intelli­ 
gent, and with their stylo of living 
American workmen cannot compete with 
them. They do not know what a fair 
day’s work is, and are imposed upon by 
their employers. The effect of these im­ 
portations upon American laborers has 
been very bad. Chairman Ford Baid 
this evening that the evidence shows an 
alarming state of affairs so far as paupers 
and insane are concerned. At the lowest 
estimate there have been 500 such immi­ 
grants come to this section since the law 
went into effect and contrary to its pro­ 
visions.

OUK RAISINS AND DRIED FRUITS. 


Peaches, Apricots, Figs and Prunes 
Oalore Enrich the State With 
Their Revenues. 


¡Associated Pre6s D ispatches to the H erald. 
S an F r a n c isc o, December 21.—George 
W. Meade & Co. have issued their four­ 
teenth annual review of the raisin, dried 
fruit and nut industries of California. 
The review states that the past year has 
been an auspicious one to the State, and 
speaks in glowing terms of the advantages 
offered by this State. 
Among the 
orchard and vineyard productions for 
the past year which are computed in the 
review are tho following: Raisins, 915,000 
boxes honey, 3,000,000 pounds; French 
2.000.000 pounds; peaches, sun dried, 
2.000.000 pounds; apricots, bleached, 
2,500,000; peaches, bleached and nn- 
peeled, 2,200,000 pounds; walnuts, 
1.000.000 pounds. The review states that 
THE OUT-TURN WA8 NOT AS LARGE 
As estimated earlier in the season. The 
Malaya crop of raisins this year was both 
short and rain damaged, which neces­ 
sarily caused light shipments to New 
York from Spain, and California raisins 
consequently reaped the benefit. The 
quality of many packs of California 
raisins shows a great improvement on 
former years. There has been an in­ 
creased product in stemless dried grapes. 
The review continues. 
THE OUTPUT OF PRUNES 
This year has been abundant. The crop 
ia very large and of very nice quality 
generally; but the prices realized have 
been much less than last year, partly on 
account of the large crop and partly on 
account of foolish consignments made by 
many of our growers to Eastern commis­ 
sion houses. 
THE APRICOT YIELD 18 LARGE. 
Many new orchards having come into 
bearing. 
New peach orchards are being planted 
continually throughout California. 
Tnere lias been a very fair crop of figs 
of the black variety this year, which 
was principally sold to the Coast trade. 
SOME GENUINE WHITE ADRIATIC 
And white Smyrna figs of California 
growth made their appearance in the 
market this year, which in color and 
flavor were in every way equal to im­ 
ported figs.

YEARS, 
And have successfully landed hundreds 
of thousands of dollar’s worth of this 
costly drug on the other side without 
being detected. 
But this last consign­ 
ment they took over was discovered and 
seized by government detectives and it 
came near costing Durant his life. Four 
detectives waylaid him in the woods at 
night, took him at great disadvantage 
and tried their best to end his life by 
standing ten feet away and firing twenty 
shots at him in rapid succession. But, 
DURANT HAS A CHARMED LIFE, 
And made his escape without injury. 
Everyone around Sarnia knows him to 
be one of the most daring smugglers who 
ever exchanged a shot with custom 
house officers. They know also that he 
is one of the trusted agents of a rich syn­ 
dicate th at was organized several years 
ago for the express purpose of smuggling 
opium into the United States from Vic­ 
toria. The syndicate has five millions 
behind it, and is largely controlled by a 
man in Victoria known as 
“ DOSS” HARRIS. 
H,e is immensely rich, and makes no 
effort to conceal the fact that he is the 
biggest emuggler in the Dominion. 
He 
always has a large bank acconnt here, 
and he has told the cashier of one of the 
leading banks th at he and his associates 
had made millions out of opium. 
As an 
illustration of the big money tobe made 
out of the business, he said he brought 
down a consignment of opium from Vic­ 
toria to Sarnia and employed two men to 
carry it across the river to Port Huron, 
whecca it was shipped to Calfornia. The 
men carried the ding, which was packed 
•*n tin cans, in their coat pockets, and 
n w ed across the river in the regular 
ferry boats. Although the customs offi­ 
cers are constantly stationed on the 
ferries, the men who transported the 
drug were not detected, aDd the entire 
consignment was carried over in less 
than a week. W ithin four weeks from 
the time the drug left Victoria by. this 
circuitous route, it was safely delivered 
at San Francisco. The United States 
Government was defrauded out of 
OVER $100,000 OF DUTIES, 
And “ Boss” H arris pocketed $30,000 for 
his share of the profits. 
Another active member of Harris 
gang operates under the assumed name 
of Spencer. 
He attends to shipping the 
goods from Victoria. A rich San F ran­ 
cisco merchant is said to be prominently 
identified with the syndicate. This man 
was for many years in the employ of the 
United States Government as an inter­ 
preter. Another member is a Toronto 
Chinaman, and others of San Francisco 
comprise the rest of the syndicate. 
Be­ 
sides these there are 
A LARGE NUMBER OF AGENTS, 
Whose duty it is to look after the con­ 
signments after they leave Victoria, 
shoving them from one point to another 
in the Dominion, transporting them over 
the border and then reshipping them 
across the States to California, covering 
up their tracks in such a clever manner 
as to successfully elude the vigilance of 
the custom officers. 
The value of the 
combined product of the factory in Brit­ 
ish Columbia, the headquarters of the 
H arris gang, is estimated at $5,000,000 
per annum and of this more than 90 per 
cent, goes to the United States. 
It is 
believed th at less than 10 per cent, of it 
passed through the Custom House. The 
gang operates not only at Sarnia, but all 
along the northern border of the United 
States.

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HEALTH MATTERS.

The rain came down in fitfnl splashes 
yesterday afternoon as the time for the 
Board of H ealth meeting approached. 
Mayor Bryson set the ngw Board an ex­ 
ample of punctuality by being in his 
chair prom ptly at 2 o'clock. H ealth 
Officer Reese was there, as was also the 
M ayor's Clerk and Clerk K ubel, of the 
•Id Board, in charge of the books and pa­ 
pers of the H ealth D epartm ent. The 
rain settled down into a steady shower, 
and it began to look as though the meet­ 
ing of the Board would go by default. 
Policeman Lennox was in attendance, 
and bustled about in a vain attem pt to 
drnm up a quorum. The arrival of Mr. 
K uhrts somewhat improved the situa­ 
tion, and it was then decided to dispatch 
a mounted officer after Mr. Humphreys. 
This failing, Officer Lennox started out 
•□ce more in search of an absent mem ­ 
ber. 
After the gentlemen present had 
talked over the situation and were about 
to postpone the meeting, the officer re­ 
turned with Mr. Shafer, and the Board 
at once got down to business. 
The first thing in order was the audit­ 
ing of a num ber of bills, which were 
passed and approved without dissent. 
A petition was presented by the eev- 
eral truck and transfer companies of the 
city, petitioning for the replacem ent of 
the water-trough at 567 E ast First street, 
which had been removed for the purpose 
of preventing the spread of infectious 
diseases among horses. 
The Mayor thought there were still 
some cases of glanders in the city, and 
doubted the wisdom of restoring the 
watering-place at this tim e; he was es­ 
pecially opposed to public water troughs 
where the teams in watering blockaded 
the streets and interfered with public 
traffic. 
It being explained that the (rough was 
at a place where it was not likely to prove 
a nuisance, and Dr. Reese having stated 
th a t the glanders epidemic had been ex­ 
aggerated, and that danger of further in­ 
fection probably was past, all objections, 
were removed’ and the petition was 
granted. 
A petition from A. 0 . Moore for the 
privilege of digging and m aintaining a 
cesspool under the sidewalk at 609 and 
d ll Downey avenue, East Los Angeles, 
until sewer connections can be had, was 
referred to the H ealth Officer for investi­ 
gation and report. 
Jam es H. Blanchard presented a peti­ 
tion for the drafting of an ordinance to 
am end Ordinance 153 relative to the 
keeping of cows, with a view to extend­ 
ing the privileges of keeping cows in the 
•ity. The petition was laid over. 
John Farrel appeared before the board 
for the purpose of ascertaining w hat was 
going to be done in regard to his contract 
lor removing the carcasses of dead ani­ 
mals. 
After hearing a statem ent of his 
ease the board decided to recommend 
the confirmation of his contract. 
There being no further business the 
hoard adjourned.
